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cinct qualified to vote at the judicial election, and 
not qualified to vote for municipal officers, and 
the vote of such persons may be received, subject 
to the restrictions and regulations of said chapter 
389, at. the judicial election, but they shall not be 
received for municipal officers, and separate poll 
lists of all such voters shall be made and kept at 
such election. 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

ber shall hold for one, two and three years respect-
iTely. 

This act shall take effect from and 
after its passage and publication.
